And the Duke was not really Irish 
but English , alike by ancestry, and in feeling 
Both his father and ther were of English 1i- 
neage—one being a Colley of Castle Carbery 
and the other a Wesley of Dangan Castle.

by themselves. At length Lieutenant RK 
proposed that the Indian should have a chance 
dor his life in the following manner: 

Two weeks from that time he was to be led 
out upon the prairie, and in a line with him, tea 
paces off, was to be placed upon his right and 
left, twelve of the most expert runners of the 
Winnebago nation, each armed with a tomahawk 
and a scalping knife. 

At the tap of a dram, the Sioux should be 
free to start for the home of his tribe, and the 
Winnebagoes free to pursue, capture, and scalp 
aim if they could. 

To this proposal the Winnebagoes acceded at 
sauce, and ssemed much pleased with the antici- 
pation of great sport, as well as an easy con- 
quest of the prisoner, whose confinement in the 
garrison during two weeks they believed would 
prostrate whatever running qualities he possess 
od. Their best runners were immediately 
sought in, and trained every day in full sight 
wf the fort. Licut. R . who had warmly 
sulisted in the cause of the Sioux, determined 
to have his Indian in the best possible trim. 
Accordingly, Eluise took him im charge, pre- 
scribing his diet, regulating the hours of repose, 
sad directing the rubbing of his body twice a 
day with flesh-brushes immediately before he 
went upon the parade ground to perform bis 
morning and evening trainings. In fact, #0 
carefully was he trained sod fitted for the race 
of life and death, that he was timed upon the 
parade ground the fourth day before the race 
and performed the astonishing feat of forty. 
one miles in tvo hours, apparently without fi- 
tigue. 

The day at length arrived. Thousands of In 
lians, French, Americans and others, bad as- 
sembled to witness the In fact, it was 
regarded as a gal rept the ave t 
f his brother Sioux. Lieutenant R-——. on 
the part of the prisoner, and the cclebrated war- 
chiefs War-kon-shutes-kee and Pine Top, on 
the part of the Winnebagoes, saperintemled the 
arrangement of the parties on the ground. The 
point agreed upon for starting was upon the 
prairie, a little to the North of Prairie du Chien 
snd a few rods from the residence then occu 
pied by Judge Lockwood, while the race-course 
ran along Nine Mile Prairie, stretching to the 
North, and skirting the shore of the Mississippi 
The Sioux appeared on the ground, accompa

by twenty-fuur antagonists, marching in Indian 
file, naked, with the exception of the Indian 
breechlet. Their ribs were painted white, while 
their breasts were adorned with a number of 
hieroglyphical paintings. Across the feee al 
ternate stripes of Wack and white were painted 
in parallel lines, extending from the chin to the
